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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-24 are presented for examination on the merits. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicants election with traverse filed November 2, 2009, is acknowledged and 
the arguments are deemed persuasive. Thus, the restriction requirement has been 
removed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDSs) submitted on July 30, 2008 and 
February 21 , 2006, were received. The submissions are in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statements are 
being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
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Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being anticipated by Von 
Eichel-Streiber et al (US2003/01 03987), published June 5, 2003, or anticipated by Dang 
et al (USP 7344710), both cited on enclosed Form and PTO-1449 and Form PTO-892, 
respectively. 

Claims are drawn to method and kit for treating tumors in mammals comprising 
administering a bacterium, Clostridium novyi or Clostridium sordellii to the mammal and 
agent to slow growth of tumor. 

Von Eichel-Streiber et al teach that the bacterium can produce a toxin which is 
lethal to tumor or a cancer. Note page 6, col. 2, paragraph 0072, lines 1-50, and see 
the abstract, as well as page 1 , col. 1 , lines 1-20. The toxins are produced in culture 
containers that contain the bacterium (e.g. kit). The inhibitor enzyme and toxic agents 
produced by the bacteria are inherent to the reference because Von Eichel-Streiber et 
al teach that these agents are produced. 

Dang et al. teach method and kit, therefore, for treating tumors in a mammal, 
comprising administering to the mammal spores of a toxin-defective, bacterium 
(anaerobic) and administering an anti-tumor agent to slow the tumor growth. Note col. 
2, lines 1-25 and col. 4, lines 35-67, also see the entire abstract. 

The claims are identical to each of these cited disclosures and are, therefore, 
considered to be anticipated by the teachings of the references. 
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All claims fail to be patentably distinguishable over the state of the art discussed 
above and cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449. Therefore, the claims are 
properly rejected. 

The remaining references listed on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449 are 
cited to further show the state of the art. 
No claims are allowed.
